METEOKS AND "SHOOTING STARS." 


WG havo all, doubtless, at some timo or 


other, admired tho graceful curro described 
on tho sere-no sky of an autumnal night by 
onoofthoso meteors thnt flash into csi?- 
tcnee for a moment ^and then aro gone, and 
which aro commonly known as n "shooting 
star." Thcso bodies are in reality entail 
fragments of mat tor—"mere cosmicftl (lust," 
to use Humboldt'e expression—coming to us 
from outer space—n velocity wbich has 
been variously e&timaled. but wbich would 
probably suffice to carry one of these bodies 
from LoirJcn to Brighton (fifty miles) in 
three or four seconds. Of eonrso this 
wonderfully high rate of speed, in com- 
parison with wlibli a c tin non -boll, even at 
the commencement of Us flight, can scarcely 
ba Raid to crawl, ia checked ns soon as, 
yielding to tho attraction of our earth, ttioy 
enter the dense medium of our atmosphere. 
As tbe match is kindled by friction on tho 
box, as tbo iron horse-shoe strikes firo from 
tLo stones of our streets, so, ic this caso as 
in every other, is arrested, motion converted 
into beat, and into bent so intense (hut 
theso bodies become- incandescent, nnd are 
in most cases entirely burnt and dissipated 
before they reach Ibo earth. 
Occasionally, 


indeed, one. larger than Ibo rest does fall to 
the ground; but so rarely ia tin's tho cnso 
lhat any possible tlanger arising from such a 
causo is scarcely lo bo deemed worthy of a 
moment's consideration. 
When wo conic to 


consider, how over, that at cectaiu acasoua 
of Iho year raauy thousands of Iheso bodies 
flash tlirough somo portion of tto atmos- 
phere every twenty-four hoars, it will be 
Eoen thnt they woull constitute no trifling 
source of danger ; and tho inhabitants of 
this loirer world wonKI bo exposed to a bom- 
bardment from missels, the smallest of 
which,on account of it.i prodigious impetus, 
would bo dangerous, but that tho air—ibo 
invisible ambient air of whose existence TO 
aro 
scarcely sensible—shields 
ua 
from 


their impact as effectually ns a wall of btcel. 
Tho air eitends to a height that has been 
variously estimated, but which is probably 
about forty-livo or fifty miles abovo tho mir- 
faco of tho earth. At a greater altitude than 
this it must be a very rare medium, indeed, 
if it exists at all. Organic life may bo con- 
sidered lo cease* at n distance of about thres 
miles aboYa the sea-level. 
It ia true tho 


condor is .sometimes belu-ld soaring abovo 
tbo Andes fit n greater height than this, and 
aeronauts have accomplished slill loftier 
flights; but it is very cerfain that lifo can- 
not be maintained at n much greater etova* 
lion than tho one specified.

Ijelievo that a country will never bo wtll 
governed unless n preponderating power is 
conferred by tbo Conslilution on wealth tnd 
culture. 
Unhappily inosl of Iho persons, in 


AmeriCft M in England, who hold Ibis theory 
refuse (o exert the Authority wliinh ia octu- 
illy within their reach. 
They would Lo 


perfectly happy if Ihe political affairs of tho 
country could be transacted (paietly in car- 
peted rooms lit wilh wax candles, nud wilh 
walls covered wilh "uugravinga ofler Iho 
bcsl masters," or wilh valcr-color sketches 
from Italy oud Spain ami Algiers; but if 
they inuBl go into teafeil halls lil with flar- 
ing (.us, nnd defend Iheir opinions in Ibo 
presence, of a crowd of noisy electors, their 
patriotism fails them. There, is fl still larger 
class— a class including thousands and tens 
of thousands of tho best men in tho country 
—wbo Ihiuk il possible, to enjoy tho fruits 
of good government wilbout working fcr 
them. 


To ou Englishmen, especially lo n liir- 


inuujhnm Radical, Ihe littlo interest which 
many Americans seem to feel in politics is 
ono of tho worst and most ominous character- 
istics of American lifo. They go (o Iho poll 
when there is an election, hul at other times 
they Ecem to feel no responsibility for tho 
maintenance find diffusion of Iheir political 
convictions. Tho reasons for this neglect of 
political duty aro not fur to seek. 
The ac- 


tion of government does not affect tbo lifo 
and intercsta of tho great messes of the pea- 
plo so directly ond to powerfully aa among 
ourselres. Iho uialcrial prosperity of Iho 
country has beeu so great that thero has 
been no reason for engaging in political ngi- 
lalion iu order to resist a policy which wits 
regarded as tho cauno of national distress. 
Of Into years tho most violent contests in 
America have turned upon persons rather 
(ban upon principles. "Tho American peo- 
ple," soaio ouo has said, "cam very littlo 
about politics, bul a grcnt dcol about politi 
cians."—[llov.
